Early  intpressions  seem  always 
to  )igcg  around  the  heart  w'itli  a  sort  of  magic 
power,  and  take  full  possession  of  the  soul  on  eve¬ 
ry  retrospective  glance  of  the  mind.  O!  that 
tliose  impressions  could  bring  happier  pictures 
to  my  mind ! 

My  means  had  by  this  time  enabled  me  totrav-

ed  with  sleepless  nights  to  earn  a  morsel  of  bread  , 
j  for  his  poverty-stricken  family,  before  he  would ;

j  ly  opulence.  \  el  1  abused  him.  And  your  mo- ' 
I  tiler,  ns  firm  in  her  faith  as  your  father — liowhai)- 
py  would  she  have  been  in  the  exercise  of  her  faith 
ifshe  could  have  had  freedom  and  society  loenjoy 
it  in.  1  visited  her  without  charity — 1  sought  to 
compel  an  abandonment  of  her  sentiments — 1  was 
honest — Heaven  knows  I  was  honest — I  knew  no 
better.  O !  the  thoughts  of  my  persecutio’is  are  | 
intolerable;  and  this  house — the  room  to  which 
she  has  so  often  retired  and  wept  because  of  my 
severity,  is  a  hell  to  me.  The  thoughts  of  my 
persecuting  cruellies  is  an  undying  worm— an  un¬ 
quenchable  fire.  I  repent — I  sorrow — ’tis  all  that 
I  can  do.” 

Thus  talked  my  uncle  over  the  recollections  of 
my  parents.  He  lead  kept  himself  ignorant  of  the 
truths  of  divine  revelation  against  opportunity,  and 
confined  himself  to  the  teachings  of  his  “church 
rulers.”  Ahhovjtb  Uejopenly  apd  boldly  ojiposed

gleam  of  light  i  ntered  his  mind,  and  iiapiiry  in¬ 
creased  that  gleam  to  a  pcrfeei  illuinination  of  ihe 
j  soul.  His  family  with  slow  and  gradual  sic  ps  fo|. 
lowed  him  in  his  new  faith,  and  in  proportion  in 
liic  ir  advaiK  enieiit  in  the  knowleilgc-  and  profession 
:  of  the’  doctrine!  of  impartial  grace,  they  received 
the  frowns  and  jieiseeulions  of  the  profes.sedlv  ex- 
Ichisivechihlri  n  of  God.  1  was  rc  cc  ivc  cl  and  deep- 
ly  engaged  in  his  friendship,  and  so  continued  un¬ 
til  he  departed  for  heaven. 

'I'lirough  the  reiwainder  of  his  life  his  benevo¬ 
lence  shone  around  him.  Often  he  used  to  utter 
the.-e  words — “if  we  would  he  childien  c  f  God, 
we  must  imitate  him  and  he  kind  to  the  •unthank¬ 
ful  and  the  evil !" 

He  is  gone — gone  to  heaven.  I’eace  to  his  sjii- 
rit.  1  am  yet  here,  the  lone,  and  now  hewidowed 
i  orphan,  peacefully  awaiting  the  time  of  niy  depart- 
'  lire.  3iy  In-ad  begins  to  east  its  frosty  covering, 
warning  me  hourly  to  set  my  house-  in  orde  r,  pre¬ 
paratory  to  my  departure.  It  is  reaily.  1  hxik 
I  with  deep  solicitude  to  the-  future-,  otien  reflee  ting 
Ui poll  that  spirit  who  wi-])t  ove-r  me-  at  the  grave 
of  niy  mother,  as  the  spirit  of  a  guardian  ange-l, 
that  elire-eted  me  in  the-  way  to  mee-t  the  spirits  ol 
my  earthly  juire-iits  in  the  blissful  presence  of  niy 
:  e-elesiial  Father. 

And  may  I  contimie  to  hold  in  gratefiil  remem- 
hrane-e  my  benefae-tors  and  friends,  in  obe-diente  tei 
the  supreme  will  of  Heave  n,  and  he  jire-jiared  on 
my  exit  to  say  in  the  dying  expression  of  my 
unele — “O  happy  thought — I  si. all  soon  I: e  per¬ 
mitted  of  Heaven  tojgre-e-t  with  ha|)))y  saliiJation 
my  elepartcd  first  tninister  eif  light  and  love — the 
sainteil  Murray."

THE  TESTIMONY  OK  UK.  Oil  A  EMEUS. 

BY  KEY.  J.  M.  AITSTIX. 

I  have  heretofore  had  erccasion  to  advert  to  in¬ 
stances  wherein  writers  eif  ce-le-hriiy,  in  their  efleirts 
to  establish  a  favoiite  theory,  have  aelvanced  anel 
elefeneled  propositions,  vvhieli,  vv  he-n  a|)|)lied,  will 
entirely  undermine  some  |)rominent  trait  in  their 
re  ligieius  system.  1  ileeni  it  of  imiiortaiiee,  ocea- 
sionally  to  notice  these  e  ases,  because  some  of  the 
most  valuable  truths  connecteil  with  teligion,  often 
in  this  way,  receive  the  support  e»f  powerful  minds, 
who,  in  other  eiremmstatie-es,  weiuld  opjrose  them 
as  errors.  When  a  writer  in  expatiating  upon 
i  a  religious  tojrie  eif  a  gene-ral  character,  which 
is  elevated  above  elocirinal  diHe  rene-es,  advances 
arguments  whie  h  militate  against  some  sectarian 
;  tenet  which  he  entertains.  Ids  evidence  is  eleser- 
ving  of  more  weight,  than  vv  he-n  writing  in  direct 
reference  to  that  peculiar  point  in  his  creed.  In 
the  (ormercase,  his  mind  being  ilravvn  oil' from  the 
disputed  doctrines  of  sects,  by  an  absorbing  inter¬ 
est  in  the  more  general  point  he  is  endeavoring  to 
e.stublish,  is  freed  from  prejudice  and  every  impro¬ 
per  bias,  and  is  at  liberty  tblhivv  untrarnmeled,  the 
dictates  of  reason  and  judgment  to  their  legitimate 
eonclusions.  But  in  the  latter  ca.se,  when  his  mind 
is  especially  directed  to  the  distinguishing  dor-trines 
of  his  sect,  it  is  extremely  liable  to  be  warped  by 
prejudice,  superstition,  interest,  pojiularity,  and 
all  those  improper  influences,  which  darken  the 
judgment  anrl  drown  the  reason. 

These  remarks  are  exemplified  in  Dr.  Chal- 
j  mers’  Astronomical  Sermons.  It  must  be  evident 
to  all  who  peru.se  these  sermons,  as  well  as  his 
other  wriling.s,  that  the  Dr.  is  a  staunch  believer 
in  the  doctrine  of  endless  sufleiing.  And  yet  he 
frequently  supports  propositions,  which,  when  ap¬ 
plied  and  followed  to  their  conclusions,  utterly 
sweep  away  that  dark  and  unholy  sentiment. 

The  Deist  contends  that  the  science  of  Astrono¬ 
my  reveals  such  an  infinitude  of  worlds  and  sys- 
tejois,  scattered  Uirou^h  iuynensit^  of  space,  tj^ 
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it  is  unreasonable  to  ku|>|k)sc  the  Deity  would  la¬ 
vish  so  much  attention  upon  our  small,  dark  planet, ' 
as  Christianity  teaches.  Dr.  Chalmers,  in  his; 
third  AstroiM)mieal  discourse,  opj*oses  this  argu¬ 
ment  as  follows: — 

‘■The  more  we  know  of  the  extent  (>i  nature, 
should  we  not  have  ti  e  loftier  conception  of  Him 
who  sits  in  higli  aiilhoriiy  over  the  concerns  of  so 
wide  a  universe  ?  l»ut  is  ii  not  adding  to  the  bright 
catalogue  of  his  oth.er  altriluiies,  to  say,  that,  while 
magnitude  does  not  overpower  him,  mimiteness 
cannot  escape  him,  and  variety  cannot  liewilder 
him  ;  ami  that  at  the  very  time  while  the  mind  of 
the  Deitv  is  abroad  over  the  whole  vastness  of 
creation,  there  is  not  one  particle  of  matter,  there 
is  not  one  imiividual  principle  ofrulionnl  or  of  an¬ 
imal  existence,  there  is  notone  single  worhl  in  that 
expanse  w  liieh  teems  with  them,  that  hiseyedoes 
not  discern  as  constantly,  and  his  hand  does  not 
guide  as  unerringly,  and  his  spirit  docs  not  watch: 
and  care  for  as  vigilantly,  as  if  it  formed  the  one' 
and  cjW«6t IT  object  of  his  attention.’’ 

This  sentence  is  as  elmiucnt  as  it  is  true ;  and 
allirrds  an  ample  refutation  to  the  objection  of 
the  deist.  Hut  again  he.  exi  laims  : — 

“I  cannot  lly  from  His  presence.  Go  where  I 
will,  he  tends  ine,  and  watches  me,  and  cares  for 
me  :  and  ilie  same  Heing  v;ho  is  now  at  work  in 
the  remotest  domains  of  nature  and  of  providence, 
is  also  at  mv  right  hand  to  eke  out  to  me  every 
momcpt  of  my  being,  atid  to  uphold  me  in  the  ex- ' 
ercise  of  all  toy  teelings  and  ot  all  my  faculties. 
Now,  whiit  God  is  doing  with  me,  he  is  doing  with 
every  distinct  individual  (>f  this  world’s  |>opulation. 
The  intimacy  of  his  presenc-,  and  attention,  and 
aare,  reaches  to  one  atid  all  of  them.  With  a 
mind  unburdened  by  the  vastness  of  all  its  other 
concerns,  he  can  irrosecufe,  without  distraction, 
the  govcrntneni  and  guardiatiship  of  every  one  son 
and  daufilitcr  of  the  sju  des." 

Tliis  sentence  is  also  eipially  beautiful  and  rea¬ 
sonable.  Hut  tlie  attetition  of  the  Dr.  in  penning 
these  truths,  was  directed  exclusively  to  the  over¬ 
throw  of  the  deist’s  ])osition;  and  their  cipial 
bearing  upon  his  own  sentiments,  ]>robably  did  , 
not  occur  to  him.  They  can,  however,  be  ajijrlied 
with  the  same  propriety  and  force  to  the  partial 
doctrine  of  ceaseless  woe.  Dr.  Chalmers  main- . 
tains  (and  with  the  utmost  consistency)  that  itot- , 
withstanding  the  vastness  of  (iod’s  works,  he  being  | 
infinite  in  liis  perfections,  exerts  all  the  energies  of 
his  nature  as  ilirectly  in  watchingover,  governing, . 
guarding,  directitig,  atid  u[)holding  each  individu- , 
al  of  the  human  family,  as  though  they  were  the  ' 
only  objects  of  his  attention.  Let  us  illustrate  and  | 
apply  this  argiimetit.  Sitjipose  tlie  Deity  had 
never  created  but  one  intelligent  being,  whom  he  , 
endowed  with  the  factilties,  and  propensities,  and  ' 
powersof  man  ;  and  that  from  eternity  his  sole  at¬ 
tention  h.ad  been  engrossed  wholly,  in  uphi'lding, 
guiditig  and  instructing  this  one  human  being. 
Now  is  it  to  be  believed,  that,  under  these  circum¬ 
stances,  the  Creator  would  allow  this  individual  to 
stray  so  faraway  into  sin  atid  error,  ns  that  he  would 
he  compelled  to  condemn  him  tounending  misery  ? 
Is  it  to  be  supposed  that  .leliovaii  does  not  possess  a 
suflficiency  of  powx  r,  or  inlluence,  or  of  induce¬ 
ment,  to  cati-ie  this  sitigle  being,  however  depra- 1 
ved  he  may  have  heen,  to  come  into  a  jiarticipa- 
tion  ofhis  own  holiness  and  happiness?  There,  cati 
in  reason,  but  one  answer  be  returned  to  these  in¬ 
quiries.  Every  mitid  whieh  can  reason  from  cause 
to  ert’fcl,  must  perceive  and  acknowledge  that,  in 
this  case  an  infinite  God,  could  whenever  he 
thought  proper,  so  bring  his  boundless  capabilities 
to  bear,  as  to  in(lnence  anil  iiuluce  the  creature  to 
become  righteous  atid  liapfiy.  Now,  remember, 
the  argument  of  Dr.  Chaltners,  above,  is  that  the' 
attention,  the  inlluence  atid  tlie  power  of  the  jier- 
lect  .lehovah,  is  not  distracted  or  weakened  by  the 
multiplicity  of  its  objects  ;  but  what  he  could  do, 
were  there  but  one  being,  he  can  do  with  countless 
millions.  And  thus  he  furnishes  a  most  poweifiil,  | 
irrefragable  and  convincing  argument  in  proof  of 
ihe  final  purity  and  felicity  of  all  mankind — inns-  j| 
M^uch  09  God,  Ayould  unquestionably  b«  able  and  ' 


.willing  to  induce  one  to  comply  with  all  his  re-j 
ejuirements,  were  he  the  sole  objeet  of  his  care,  i 
and  therefore  is  able  and  willing  to  induce  all  tol: 
do  ^o !  ! 

The  Dr.  reiterates  the  same  truth  in  another  j 
paragraph —  j 

“  It  is  a  cheering  evidence  of  the  delight  he  [God]  ' 

I  takes  in  communicating  hapjiiness,  that  the  wdiole  i 
of  immensity  should  be  strewed  with  the  habita- ! 
tions  of  life  anil  of  intelligence ;  but  it  would  surely  ' 

'  bring  home  the  evidence,  with  a  nearer  and  more . 
alli'ctiiig  imiiression  to  every  bosom,  did  we  know 
that  at  the  very  time  his  benignant  regard  took  in  ; 
the  mighty  circle  of  created  beings,  there  was  not ' 
a  single  family  overlooked  by  him,  and  that  every 
individual  in  every  corner  of  his  dominions,  was  as ' 
eirectnally  seen  to,  as  if  the  object  of  an  exclusive 
and  undivided  care  !”  j 

I  We  have  seen  that  were  but  one  individual  “  the  j 
,  objec  t  of  the  excitisive  and  undivided  care”  of  Je-  i 
Iiovali,  he  would  lead  him  from  sin  and  error  into  i 
the  paths  of  righteousness  and  peace.  And  if 
'  ‘‘every  individual,  in  every  corner  of  his  domains, 
is  as  efi'ectually  seen  to,  as  if  the  object  of  an  ex- 1 
elusive  and  undivided  care,”  then,  beyond  every  i 
possibility  of  doubt,  “every  individual”  of  the  hu¬ 
man  family  must  eventually  be  brought  from  the 
power  of  transgression  into  a  stale  of  endless  purity 
and  joy. 

Speaking  of  the  fall  of  this  world  into  the  jiower 
of  sin,  he  exclaims — “  Nor  should  we  wonder, 

!  tliough,  among  the  multitude  of  other  worlds  from 
which  the  ear  of  the  Almighty  was  regaled  with 
songs  of  jiraise,  and  the  incense  of  a  pure  adora¬ 
tion  ascended  to  his  throne,  he  should  leave  the 
strayed  and  solitary  world  to  jierish  in  the  guilt  of 
its  rebellion.  Hut  tell  me,  oh !  tell  me,  would  it 
not  throw  the  softening  of  a  most  exquisite  tender¬ 
ness  o\cr  the  character  of  God,  should  we  see  him 
putting  forth  his  every  expedient  to  reclaim  to  him¬ 
self  those  children  who  had  wandered  away  from 
him  ?” 

As  the  Dr.  here  asserts  (by  way  of  interrogation) 
that  the  onini)iotent  GihI  is  “  putting  forth  hiseiTry 
expedient  to  reclaim  to  himself  those  children  who 
■  bad  wandered  away  from  him,”  does  not  the  idea 
that  he  will  fail  in  these  laudable  and  luily  efforts,. 

I  amount  to  an  absolute  absurdity?  Yea,  does  it| 
nor  become  a  certainty  that  he  must  succeed  in  hisi 
righteous  exertions?  And  “tell  me,  oh!  tell  me, 
would  it  not  throw”  a  still  more  “exquisite  ten¬ 
derness,”  a  superlative  beauty,  and  glory,  and  ex¬ 
cellency,  and  majesty,  over  the  character  of  the 
benevolent  Father  of  sjiirits,  to  believe  that  he  will 
.accomplish  his  beneficent  desires,and  finally  brings 
till  his  intelligent  ofi'spring  to  enjoy  the  purity  and 
happiness  of  heaven,  than  to  believe  that  he  will 
fail,  and  millions  will  blas|'heme  his  name  forever? 

Again — “  Is  it  for  us,  in  the  face  of  all  this  ex- 
peiience,  ungratefully  to  draw  a  limit  around  the 
perfections  of  God — to  aver,  that  the  multitude  of, 
other  worlds  has  withdrawn  any  jKiriion  ofhis  be- 1 
nevolence  from  the  one  we  occupy — or  tiiat  he,! 
whose  eye  is  upon  every  separate  family  of  the  | 
earth,  wotdd  not  finish  all  tlie  riches  ofhis  «n-i 
s( are halde  aJtriifiilcs  op  some  high  plan  of  jiardon 
and  immortality  in  behalf  of  its  countless  genera¬ 
tions  ?”  If  it  is  ungrateful  for  the  deist  “  to  draw 
a  limit  around  the  j  erfections” — the  jiower,  wis-J 
doiii,  or  love  of  God — is  it  not  eipially  ungrateful, 
for  the  Pariialist  todo  so?  If.  the  Deity,  as  Dr,.i 
Chalmers  asseits  and  the  Sofiptures  confirm,  has  i 
“  lavislied  all  the  riches  of  his  unsearchable  attii-,' 
bates  on  some  high  {dan  of  pardon  and  immortality  .j' 
in  belialfof  tiie  countless  gcijcralhins”  of  earth,  is|' 
it  not  plainly  drawing  a  limit  around  his  jierfec-!. 
lions,  to  corilenil  that  he  will  fail  in  acceuiijilishiiig  j' 
the- heae  enly  jilan  ?  It  assuredly  is  ;  for  a  perfect  I 
being  would  never  form  a  plan  which  he  could  not ' 
fully  execute.  And  to  say  that  God  will  fail  in  his  |' 
plan  to  save  the  world,  can  be  nothing  less  than  j 
attributing  to  him  the  most  glaring  imperfection —  j 
ran  he  nothing  less  than  limiting  the  operation  of: 
all  his  jinwers !  I 

Referring  to  the  deist’s  objection.  Dr.  Chalmers !; 
once  more  observes—”  The  perverse  interpretation  ' 


we  [the  deist]  put  ujion  the  fact,  that  Got!  can  dif¬ 
fuse  the  benefits  of  his  power  and  of  his  goodness 
over  such  a  variety  of  worlds,  is,  that  he  cannot  or 
will  not  bestow  so  much  gootlness  on  one  of  those 
worlds,  as  a  professed  revelation  from  heaven  has 
announced  to  us.”  Now  observe  how  fully  this 
absurdity  of  the  deist  corresponds  with  that  of  the 
Partialisi,  It  is  |)roc1ainied  in  the  Hible,  and  pro¬ 
fessors  now  almost  universally  admit,  that  Deity 
designed  to  save  the  whole  world,  threiigh  his  Son. 
And  “the  perverse  interprettiiion,”  which  Partial- 
ists  put  upon  this  fact,  that  God  designed  to  save 
all  men,  “is  that  he  cannot  or  will  not,"  bestow 
that  righteousness  and  salvation  upon  each  one  of 
the  human  family,  that  he  declares  he  intended  for 
the  whole  race!!  What  ingenuous  and  candid 
mind,  on  beholding  this  absurdity,  will  not  forsake 
the  doctriue  whidi  cherishes  it  ?  To  believe  that 
.Jehovah  with  his  infinite  perfi'i  tions,  really  design¬ 
ed  to  save  all  men  by  the  mission  of  his  Son,  and 
yet  will  fail  in  fulfiling  this  design,  through  lack  of 
means,  is  exceedingly  unreasonable  and  unscrip- 
tural.  And  to  supjKise  that  a  pure  and  holy  Go<l 
has  ample  means  at  coniniand  to  accomplish  it, 
and  yet  rather  than  eflectually  to  apply  them,  will 
jiermit  sin,  and  error,  and  ignorance,  and  misery 
forever  to  live  and  triumj/h  over  his  oflspring,  ap¬ 
pears  to  me  to  be  not  only  sinful,  but  absolutely 
iMirdering  upon  blasphemy ! 

The  testimony  thus  afforded  in  the  suggestions 
of  Dr.  Chalmers,  affords  as  strong  a  groundwork 
as  can  be  desired,  to  prove  the  doctrine  of  univer¬ 
sal  salvation.  No  deductions  can  be  more  clear 
to  this  jxiint  than  those  they  furnish.  Let  the  rea¬ 
der  duly  reflect  upon  them,  and  the  propriety  of 
this  assertion  will  be  jierreived.  And  should  these 
brief  remarks  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  minds 
of  any  who  have  been  cherishing  error,  the  object 
of  the  writer  is  fully  attained,  and  he  is  abundant¬ 
ly  rewarded.

And  s)  far  a'  t!if  intention  or  the  t  xerei'C  of  cii:i- 
ritv  i«  conceriird.  the  aiiiiior  of  it  has  oitr  entire 
approbation,  lint  i.n  t!ie  ntr.ark  iisclt'  there  are 
several  impropiietics  w liieli  1  wish  to  j)oint  out: 
aiitl  I  trust  ili:;t  tln-y  will  heeorrettid. 

We  sliotild  eijdeavor  to  mtike  U'C  of  language 
expressive  of  the  meanin:;we  intend  to  convex. 
But  is  tiiis  the  (  ase  with  the  lansuace  tin  ler  ctiiisi- 
(leration  ?  1-  ihere  a  <f iiri'tian  or  philantiirojiistthat 
iswilliti^  everyone  sliottld  enjoy  his  own  opinions  / 

Tire  tact  that  every  denomination  of  C'iiristiatis 
and  exery  s-n  t.  religious.  p.)litieal.  and  of  every 
other  kill  I.  is  striving  toadxanee  ntid  ])ropai;ateits 
oxvn  opinions  in  ojipo«ition  to  tltose  r-nt'  rtained  by 
others,  cives  a  negative  an-xxer  to  the  ipiestion. 
Knoxvinj  tiiat  tiiere  are  many  ftilse  and  ](erniciou' 
ojtinioiis  in  the  xvotld.  the  m;in  xvho  enteitaii.s  the 
least  regard  for  hi'  fellow-men.  e.".nnftt  be  xvillitig 
that  every  one  slioiiM  enioy  his  oxvn  opitiions,  i.  e. 
Cirutinne  to  entertaiti  tiiem.  provided  he  has  the 
poxx'er  to  ehatige  those  opitiions. 

I  have  heard  Utiiversali'ts  say  of  Limitarians. 
that  tliey  xvere  willing  they  should  ei.j<iy  their  own 
opinions.  And  1  regret  to  say  that  many  pro/t  vxf,/ 
Universalistsact  iiji  to  this  tonee'-ioti.  iti  tliat  they 
make  use  of  no  means  to  reniovr-  frotn  the  mind' 
of  their  Litiiiiarinn  iieighbors  tin-  Itilsc  atnl  perni¬ 
cious  sentiments  that  are  harbored  tliere.  But  tlie 
real  Universali't.  belicxing  as  he  does,  that  tin 
distingtiishi.'.g  sentitneiits  of  Litiiitariatis  ate  not 
true,  is  not  xvilling  that  they  sliould  retain  them. 
And  his  unxviilingness  to  see  error,  and  eoti'eiiuent 
vice  and  ittisety.  prexail  iti  tlie  xvorM.  xvill  arouse 
him  to  :tf  live  exertion  to  jirojiagate  the  irutli.  ktioxv- 
ing  that.  '  light  ailxanet'  ihiri.tnss  xvill  recedi-. 

To  s,i\  we  are  willing  tliat  overy  one  should  en¬ 
joy  his  owii  opinion,  is  inconsistent  in.  at  least,  two 
respects.  Tlie  Hist  is.  that  the  reimirk  stattds  in 
opposition  to  oureonduct.  which  i' constantly  aim¬ 
ed.  and  oiigiit  to  be.  against  m.atiy  opinions  that  are 
cntentiiiied  in  the  xvorM.  ^\’hy  labor  to  remove 
from  the  min  1  ot'  a  man.  his  opinions,  it'  we  are 
xvilling  he  should  enjoy  tliem  /  Tlie  seeoncl  itieon- 
sisteiiey  in  this  rt mark  is.  that  tliere  are  manv 
ojiinions  in  the  xvorld.  that  vaauot  be  Hijo'jcd :  trul 
many  otliers  that  oa^ht  not  to  be  enjoved.  it'  tliev 
could.  And  since  xve  ktioxv  tiiis  to  be  the  ease,  it 
is  itnprojier  ti»r  ns  to  say  tiiat  xve  tire  xvilling  every 
one  should  fujotj  his  oxvn  opinion.  To  enjo^t  an 
ojiinion.  I  umlerstaiid  to  metin.  to  rei  eirc  the  hap- 
p’nexsit  imparls,  to  rillsh  it.  Now.  since  there  are 
opinions  xvhieh  can  imjiatt  tio  h.appinC'S  or  ec/ov- 
ment :  and  xvhieh  the  benevolent  mind  caiitiot  re¬ 
lish  ;  atid  others  xviiich.  though  they  may  be  relish¬ 
ed  and  enjoyed  by  tiic  most  wicked  and  aban¬ 
doned  of  our  race,  are  of  tlie  most  jiertiicious  and 
ruinous  tendency,  is  it,  I  ask.  jirojur  to  ajijdy  to 
tlieni  the  remark  in  (jiiestion  ! 

1.  Among  the  ojiinions  jirevaletit  in  the  xvorld 
xvhieh  cantiot  be  enjoyed,  there  is  none  that  stands 
out  to  viexv  more  |irominently  thttn  the  doctrine  of 
endless  misery.  It  not  only  has  no  enjoyment  to 
impart,  but  the  belief  tif  it  is  attended  xvith  the 
keetiest  anguish.  The  jiro'jiett  of  the  endless 
damnation  of  a  jiart  of  mankind  Hils  the  retleeiing 
and  benevolent  tiiind  xvith  the  utmost  horror.  To 
say  that  a  man  can  enjoy  a  lioctrine,  thtit  exhibits 
belore  him  such  a  jirospcct,  is  xvholly  prejiosterous. 
If  tliere  be  any  beings  in  the  universe  by  whom 
this  iIcKtrine  can  be  enjoyed,  they  are  those  that 
inhabit  the  fabled  hell  of  Li  nitarianisin.  And  to 
express  a  willingness  that  men  should  enjoy  this 
doctrine,  is  ecjuivalenl  to  saying  that  w  e  are  xvilling 
they  should  become  demons. 

For  my  part,  I  am  not  xvilling  that  men  should  I 
become  demons,  and  thus  be  deprix  ed  of  all  regard 
fur  mankind,  and  filled  xvith  infernal  satisfaction 
in  viexx’  of  their  misery.  Neither,  indeed,  am  I 


xvilling  that  men  shoii’d  become  saints,  if  the  satne 
result  is  to  folloxv.  In  other  xvords.  1  tmi  not  xvill- 
ing  tliat  jieople  should  be  so  changed,  xx  in  ther  it 
be  liy  going  to  the  Liniitariaii  iioaxm  or  hell,  as 
to  the  tlwirlne  of  endless  inisi  ry.  In  tins 

world.  1  am  stiiisHed  tliat  iheycatiiMi  enjoy  it :  tiiiil 
as  it  can  allord  no  enjux  mein,  but  on  liie  eoutiury 
pio'htees  the  me.st  In  art-retniiirg  miiihw.  ;;iid  the 
biiteri  st  anguish.  1  am  not  xxilling  iluii  t!n  _x  ieiulil 
ex  ell  harbor  it.  It  is  a  di  tidly  x  ijn  r  iliai  eoiisi. .tn  lx 
infuses  its  ji.iisiin  into  the  xiitils  of'  lu.mtiii  i  ii  ox- 
meiit.  Ikixx-  gladly  xvouhl  I  xvrest  the  cb  x\ti  d  \  le- 
liiii  from  its  iiiHutiiee. 

*J.  Among  tbc  o)iinions  ]'rexalei,t  in  the  xvcrld 
that  ought  not  to  he  enjoyed,  if  tiny  lould.

lioiis  :  for  it  is  oi'icii  asserted,  c.nd  hroughi  to  I'etir 
agi.inst  the  ilocirine  of  tlie  rinal  stilxt.iion  ol' all 
men.  “Do  yon  not  see."  stixs  tlie  jiopiihir  reli¬ 
gionist.  "tliat  the  most  virtuous  anil  most  pioU' 
jieojde  ate  iniserahle  in  this  lil’et  xvhile  tiiexvitdxcd 
and  jirofane  are  revelling  in  all  the  enjoyments 
xxliich  tills  xx’orhl  alliirds.’  ilow.  tiun.  can  xou 
vindiiati  the  justice  of'  (lod,  it'  tlie  rigliteous  and 
xvieked  are  ail  to  fare  alike  at  hist  ?" 

1  do  not  intrudiiee  this  Liiiiitarian  remark  for  the 
jpurjiosc  of  rejilx  Ing  to  it ;  tor  this  has  oficn  heen 
di  ne :  but  to  sluixv  that  it  lem  hc'  the  doetrinexx  hieli 
1  before  saiil,  ouglit  ii<)t  to  he  enj>>y.  i|.  To  c/i/oy 
su(di  an  o|iiiiion  i'  to  avoid  exerx'  virliiou'  tieiion. 
tinil  to  commit  (xtry  possible  crime.  As  no  mtin 
w  ishes  to  he  miscralde.  so  no  matt  tliat  enii'Vsihis 
ojiinion.  xvill  seek  to  he  viriuons.  And  oit  the  eoii- 
irary.  as  hapjiiness  is  “the  being's  end  tnul  aim" 
of  ex  cry  man:  so  every  man  xvho  eiijovs  this  opin¬ 
ion,  xvill  seek  to  be  x  ieious.  It  is  in  xaiii  to  bring 
the  doctrine  ol'endhss  miserx  to  loutitoraei  the  in- 
lliienec  of  thi<  ojiinion :  tor  the  lii'tory  of  the  world 
prox'es  ti.nt  endh  ss  nii'Cry  never  exert,  d  any  iii- 
ihienee  in  the  jirex  entioti  of  crime.  Aiui  it  !»  rea- 
sontihle  that  it  slioubi  not  :  foi  it  is  place. 1  at  sin  h 
a  distance  :  and  is  to  lie  avoided  oti  sneh  ea'V  t.  rms, 
any  time  before  the  exjiiring  inomcni.  tlitii  it  loses 
all  its  terrors. 

Besides,  it  isronlemled  tliat  the  most  x  leions  man 
is  not  only  the  most  liajipy  man  in  this  world:  but 
tliat  there  is  tlie  most  prospect  I'f  bis  repenting, 
and  consciuenily  axoiding  all  juinislmient  here¬ 
after. 

Tims  it  is  that  the  man  xvho  is  verv  xvieked  in 
ibis  xvorld,  is  more  hapjix'  than  the  one  xvho  is  not, 
anil  has  jiioro  jinspeei  of  hajipiness  in  the  future 
xvorld.'  Is  there  any  xvay  to  avoid  the  eonelitsion 
tiiat  this  diK-trine  is  licentious  !

Tliere  are  very  few  utiiversal  geniuses,  w  ho  tire 
capable  of  learning  and  teaching  many,  or  all  of 
the  scietiees  ;  and  hence  those  who  have  professed 
to  apply  their  time  and  talents  to  one  parlietilar 
art  or  science,  are  called  professors  of  that  art  or 
science,  and  open  seminaries  for  public  education. 
Some  of  these  arc  patroni/ed.  only  by  those  who 
wish  to  reap  immediate  benefit  from  them.  Others 
have  been  endowed  by  the  public,  or  by  individu¬ 
als,  that  the  professor  may  have  a  constant 
•alary,  whether  he  gets  pupils  or  not.  It  is  his 
duty  to  tcacii — it  becomes  to  him  a  routine  of  busi-

The  white  vestim  lit  of  the  ghost  contrtisti  d  with 
the  dtiikiicss  of  midniglit  has  struck  terror  even  to  the 
soul  of  tlie  hr.-ive.  tind  the  ihiiping  t.f  the  cricket  has 
changed  the  pl.ins  oi  the  slat.'sinaii. 

Of  the  daiiiierous  tcudcncy  of  ill-regttlan  .1  imti.giiia- 
tiou.  its  iiitiuencp  over  enlightened  ntiinis  titioriis  striking 
illustration.  It  has  even  hecn  regarded  as  the  ntost  iii- 
controllahle  of  the  fnriil'.ics.  and  hence,  rccjiiired  t!;e  most 
philosophical  disciplitie.  When  snhjected  to  the  do¬ 
minion  of  the  judgment,  its  iiitluence  is  salutary  :  hut 
vTheti  allovv.'d  to  usurp  the  throne  of  reason,  how  disas¬ 
trous  the  results ! 

There  is  tiiso.  especially  in  the  infancy  of  soidety,  vv  hen 
all  the  phenoineiia  tiaiiire  are  new  to  the  ohsetver,  a 
period  ot  peculiar  sensihility  of  character.  The  imagi- 
iiatiou.  dtizzled  by  novelty,  associates  every  change  with 
the  operation  of  iiivisilde  tigeixy.  The  solitude  of  the 
forest  and  the  darkness  of  the  grove  teem  with  sw  arming 
diversities.  Departed  heiiefiictors.  whose  virtuc.s  have 
been  revered,  and  whose  goodness  venerated  apjiear  to 
be  recognized  as  the  invisible  jtrotectors  of  inankind. 
Hence  the  gorge<vus  tiction  of  (irecittii  mvtliology,  a  stt- 
perstitioii  w  hich  two  ti  oiisand  ycais  agolo.st  its  authority 
over  the  useful  occupations  of  man.  Imt  which  still  pre- 
nerves  a  real  jinvver  ovei  their  elegant  amusements.  Its 
temples  still  .«urv  ive,  in  monldei  iiig  magtiitici  nee.  though 
their  deities  have  long  since  depaiied.  Tl.e  Cvsial  gtove 
still  springs  iij)  in  the  depths  of  the  ocean,  ti.ongh  the 
sea-nympli  no  longer  sports  in  its  hiauches. 

Wc  slionld  to  no  piiriiose  attempt  an  eimmcration  of 
the  modificatliMi  which  superstition  rtceivis  from  varia¬ 
tions  in  national  cliiirticter.  'I'he  far  himtii:g  giounds  of 
the  Indltin,  iiitd  the  liixurions  paiadi.se  of  the  I’ci^iaii. 
are  as  dtssiniilar  as  migiit  ho  siijiposed,  fn  m  tlie  difference 
ill  tiielr  modes  of  life.  'I'iie  indolent  lliiidtio  finds  his 
highe-t  hopes  in  nnnihilatlen :  whi'e  tiie  vvar-hke  Doth 
believes  tliat  ill  the  oth  tr  world,  in  the  It.ills  t>f  Odin,  he 
siiall  sing  the  song  of  triumph  ov‘  r  his  slanghteri.d  etie- 
nii 's. 

Tim  effects  of  s-,!por>utiou.  however,  uiidei  wha'o  ver 
fonii  it  m.ay  exi-t.  are  always  the  same — degr.'idiiig  to  in¬ 
tellect — debasing  to  morals.  voice  from  tiie  remotest 
aiitiijuity  eclioes  this  trutli,  in  deep  reveihertitioiis.  'I'lie 
•lark  ages  of  papal  superstition — the  black  conspiracies 
of  fire  prince  and  tlie  jiriest — the  ignomnee  mid  degra- 
d.atioii  of  ail  eu-laved  people — these  vvih  forever  speak 
a  language  of  fearful  import.  The  smoke  of  the  widow's 
funeral  pile  still  darkens  the  sky  of  Hindustan,  and  the 
waters  of  the  fjauges  ever  and  anoii  close  over  a  new  p 
victim  to  a  cruel  delusion.  From  the  burning  sands  of  i 
Africa  conies  a  Iroding  wail,  and  the  spicy  gales  froip  tlie  I 
laad  of  myrrfa  are  the  mcesengera  of  sad  tidings. ,  *
